Hiring Criminals as Strike-Breakers 


The Chicago News of September 22 prints the following item 


"Serious results of the importation of colored strike-breakers 


during the recent tie-up of teamsters has manifested itself, as pre- 
dic-ted at the time. Never in the history, of the Cook county jail have 
so many colored prisoners been confined there at one time as at 
present 
Today there are ninety, or one-fifth of the entire number 


of persons confined there. As a rule, the number averages twenty- 
five "or thirty and fifty has been looked upon as a high mark. 


"Investigation is said to have borne out predictions that after 


the strike 'the city would be burdened with a wave of crime which 
would continue throughout the winter because of the colored men 
being forced from their places of employment at the end of the 
strike. The entire second tier of the jail had to be set apart for the 
use of these prisoners." 


It was charged at the time of the strike that colored roughs 


were being imported in large numbers by the Citizens' Alliance. 
The readiness of these men to shoot into crowds on slight provoca- 
tion was noticeable while the strike lasted. Their resort to criminal 
pursuits since the strike ended is further proof that professional 
criminals were imported as strike-breakers. 
While the strike was 


unjustifiable and the acts of the strikers often lawless, there can be 
no excuse for the hiring of ruffians as strike-breakers. In the long 
run the employment of such agencies must recoil jen the employers. 


In the San Francisco Chronicle, Secretary Taft Is reported as 


saying of the swamp land reclamation job as follows: 


"Overflowed land, I am told, is worth from $1.50 to $5 an acre. 


Reclaimed it is worth $100 and more an acre. That looks to me like 
a good investment. 
The cost of the proposed drainage system is 


estimated at $24,000,000. Who would not give $24,000,000 for 
$100,000,000? It looks like a good investment for the State also in 
the matter of increase of _taxable wealth." 


The Secretary, of War was careful not to commit himself to the 


proposition that the State and National Governments should pay 
two-thirds of the cost of increasing the value of private lands from 
500 to 1000 per cent. Of course, it is a good speculation to spend 
$24,000,000 to create a property value of $100,000,000, but there is 
r.o reason why the State and National Governments should spend 
it to enrich private individuals, who were originally granted the 
lands on condition that they would reclaim them.

Secretary Taft on Bridging 
Corquinez Strait 


The San Francisco papers represent Secretary Taft as saying 


the War Department will not permit the erection of a pile bridge 
across Carquinez Straits, but favors a pier bridge 65 or 70 feet in 
height. 
So far as navigation is concerned, a pier bridge of that 


height' would be no improvement over a pile bridge at a lower 
level, saving greater freedom from obstruction to stream flow and 
tidal action. A draw would be necessary to permit of large sailing 
vessels passing through. Nearly all the ocean freighters loading 
grain at Port Costa are propelled by sail, and the idea of their 
passing under a bridge only 65 or 70 feet in height is absurd. 
Apparently, therefore, Secretary Taft is in favor of a drawbridge, 
but not of the pile type. 


The Secretary of War's suggestion that the Southern Pacific 


and the Santa Fe join hands and construct a bridge for their com- 
mon use ignores several important considerations. It would cost 
the Santa Fe a tidy sum to run a connecting link from the South to 
Carquinez, as a long and expensive tunnel would be necessary. 
On 


the north side of the strait it would be necessary to build a long 
stretch of track across a quaking morass. This would be an enor- 
mously expensive undertaking that would yield but small ^benefit, 
as the road would develop no local traffic to speak of. 


The Santa Fe has a project on foot to bridge the Sacramento at 


Chipps' Island, which would give that road a short cut to the State 
Capital without building an expensive and unprofitable line across 
the Suisun marshes parallel to the Southern Pacific. 
By crossing 


at Chipps' Island the line of the proposed road will, for the most 
part, be kept on firm ground and in- productive territory not imme- 
diately tributary to the Southern Pacific. To go by way of Car- 
quinez would make the route circuitous and altogether too expensive 
to be practicable from a financial stain point. A joint bridge, there- 
fore, appears to be out of the question.

PRISON 
LABOR PROBLEM 


IN THE EAST 


Secretary 
Pillsbury Finds Other 


States Have Same Trouble 


as California. 


SACRAMENTO, Sept. 29.—The follow- 
ing letter was written by A. J. Pills- 
bury, secretary of the State Board of 
Examiners 
of California, who is now 


making a tour of observation of public 
Institutions In other 
portions of 
the 


country: 


Coldwater. Mich., Sept. 13, 1905. 


It can not be a good thing, economi- 


cally or morally, for a commonwealth to 
maintain a regiment of able-bodied men 
In utter Idleness. It may be a better 
thing for men to be Idlo in prison than 
out of prison, but it can not be a good 
thing for men to be idle anywhere. This 
may be accepted as self-evident. 


But this is not solving the problem of 


prison employment, which Is a very real 
problem everywhere, and not less so in 
California than anywhere else. 
Calif9r- 
nia Is not rich enough to afford to main- 
tain In unproductive Idleness any con- 
siderable body of men, and 
for 
this 
reason the writer will strive en route 
to keep his eyes and ears open In the 
hope or discovering new evidence on this 
subject. 
It Is, at the outset, a little discourag- 
ing to find that the United States Gov- 
ernment has not, in this regard, pro- 
gressed beyond even the most backward 
of State governments. For a number 
of years the Inmates of the Federal 
prison at 
Leaven worth manufactured 
shoos for the United States army, and to 
a considerable saving to the national 
treasury, but after a time It was dis- 
covered that the shoos were not UD to 
standard, and the making of shoes by 
the 
convicts was 
discontinued 
alto- 


SeBUirLDING THEIR 
OWN PRISON. 
Fortunately 
for 
the 
prisoners 
at 
Leaven-worth, there Is work enough In 
sight leveling the grounds, building roads 
about the prison and the adjacent fort, 
•with the added and herculean task of 
erecting the prison itself, to keep the 
larger share of the prisoners occupied 
for ten years to come, and It may not 
be necessary to borrow trouble as to 
what will bo done after that, but the 
States may not look 
to the 
Federal 
prisons for a working plan for solving 
the prison labor problem. 
The State prison at 
Oregon makes 
stoves, which are sold In California, and 
the prison at Salt Lake knits hosiery 
for the same market. Illinois Is looking 
•westward for a market for Its prison- 
made school furniture, which, by the 
•way. Is not finding1 a market in that 
State. How would It do to make this 
form of exchange of labor universal to 
the end that the prisons of each State 
shall manufacture for all other States 
except itself? 
The trend ot events ap- 
pears to be in that direction. 


iLLINOlS EXPERIMENTS. 
With all sincerity, however, the prob- 
lem Is one of serious import, and it is 
good to know that Illinois has under- 
taken to work out a solution for It. The 
success met with so far has not been 
gratifying, but it does not seem impossi- 
ble of attainment. 
The State has un- 
dertaken to manufacture for. other State 
Institutions in part and In part for the 
trade. 
The attempt is recent and not 
wholly worked out. but progress may be 
reported. 
Thirty-five prisoners with one com- 
petent overseer, and equipped with mod- 
ern machinery, are making all the shoes 
that all the State Institutions require. 
Kach part of the work of making a shoe 
Is so- specialized that each man soon 
learns to perform his particular function 
with precision and a 
good 
article 
Is 
turned out at a reasonable price. Orders 
are received from each Institution and 
filled precisely as a factory would fill 
such an order, and a draft Is sent to 
cover the claim as soon as a bill is ren- 
dered. 


BEATEN 8Y THE TRUSTS. 


School furniture is also made, and It 


seems to me to be of high quality, but 
here an obstacle is encountered. 
The 
school districts do not buy the furniture 
when made and It Is being stored up 
against a peradventure. There had been 
much complaint of the exactions of the 
school furniture trust, and so the desks 
were made and placed upon the market 
a dollar cheaper than the trust prices 
that had prevailed. 
The trust met the 
cut at once and the districts have gone 
on buying of the trust, regardless of the 
fact that the State needs customers. 
The prison at Joliet is allowed to sell 
to the trade only 40 per cent of its out- 
put of any product, and the State must 
therefore be Its own customer for 60 per 
cent of its wares or pile the product In 
storage. 
It is now thought that the 
State will nave to make the purchase of 
State-made goods compulsory on the part 
of the State institutions In order to find 
a market for them. 


VALUE OF PRISON LABOR. 


Prison labor is charged against the 
cost price at 60 cents per day and a 
small profit is figured on the total cost. 
This enables' the State to undersell in 
most instances, but It creates a strong 
feeling of protest on the part of free 
labor, a protest which, in my Judgment, 
has not a lit tic to support it. 
"Why 
should not the States estimate the labor 
cost of the articles It produces at its 
true worth rather than at a fictitious 
figure? 
If this were done 
the State 
would be competing with free labor on 
equal terms and. so it seems to mo, 
much of the public hostility to prison 
tabor would be avoided. 
Prison labor at Joliet and at Leaven- 
worth is fairly efficient—about as 
ef- 
ficient as factory labor generally. Espe- 
cially Is this true at Joliet, where the 
indeterminate sentence puts every man 
on his good behavior. Efficiency counts 
in shortening the term of sentence, and 
even bad men love liberty so well that 
they are willing to work well In order to 
achieve It. 
But that Is another story-

Here Are Some Details 


of Two Shipping 


Disasters, 


•VICTORIA, B. C., Sept. 29.—Details,of 


shipping disasters in South Seas were 
received by the Miowera yesterday. The 
largest schooner built in America, tha 
Roanoke, Captain Amesbury, was de- 
stroyed by fire at Nehoue. New Caledonia. 


"When the- Roanoke had loaded 3,085 


tons of a cargo of Chrome ore, hoisting It 
in baskets from lighters, fire broke out 
forward. 


The thirty-two men assisted by tho 


crews of the American ship Susque- 
hanna and Norwogian bark Arabia fought 
the fire. 
Tha smoke was so dense that men 
could not be sent below, holes were cut 
in, the deck and bucket brigades worked 
until steam was up and the pumps were 
started, but the fire drove out the engi- 
neer and the flre fighters-. 
The Susquehanna's mate and some men 
wore overcome by fumes and had a nar- 
row escape. The vessel is a total loss. 
The schooner Jones 
Brothel's* was 
dashed to pieces near Newcastle after 
breaking her tow line from the steamer 
Helen Nicoil on the night of September 
1 and seven men were drowned. 
The Helen NIcoll was towing tho 
schooner to Sydney with coal when the 
tow line parted and the vessel was driven 
ashore.

MANILA, Sept. 29.—Reports- now com- 


ing in from places along -the path of the 
recent typhoon, In the Island of Luzon, 
and the southern Islands, indicate great 
loss "of life and property.

ports have been wrecked.

In the Guise of Rag-Pickers They 


Steal Thousands of Dol- 


lars in Jewels.

Office detectives late yesterday after- 
noon found large quantities of silver 
plate and jewelry in dingy rooms in a 
Roosevelt-street tenement ocupied by 
Antonio- Desisto and his wife Angela, 
an aged couple who make their living 
by picking rags. 
Bank books also found by the de- 
tectives show total deposits of nearly 
$6000 in local savings' banks. 
The loot is believed by the police to 
be worth about $3000 and to cover a 
period of fifteen years. 
The discovery 
of these valuables, 
the detectives say, throws light on 
many mysterious robberies in the dis- 
trict around Maiden Lane. 
The Desistos, protesting that they 


found all their treasures, were locked 
up at police 
headquarters, 
charged 


with grand larceny. 
Their arrest followed 
a complaint 
made by J. W. Kokesair of the Derby 
Silver Company, Maiden Lane. 
The store was robbed between clos- 


ing time on September 20 and opening 
time on September 21, of valuable sil- 
verware. 
Detectives searched the place and 


found on the floor a scrap from 
an 
Italian newspaper and a package of 
pins. 'With these as clues they de- 
cided to watch the Italian rag-pickers 
who swarm about the district at day- 
break. 
Some of these are admitted to stores 
by porters to assist in clearing up, 
taking- the refuse as wages. 
Antonio and Angela Desisto 
were 
most energetic of these rag pickers. 
They had been known and trusted In 
the district for years. •

couple for several days and finally 
followed them to the Roosevelt street 
abode. Representing themselves as 
officers from the Board of Health on 
an inspection tour, they made a search 
of the home and found plunder, much 
of which has been identified by jewelry 
merchants of the downtown district 
as their property.

VICTORIA, B. C., Sept, 29.—News of a cannibal feast by blacks 


at Mallicolo was received yesterday by the Miowera. 


Two natives of Moskelyn Island were trading when they were 


wayjaid near Mallicolo by Kanakas.

The men were slaughtered and their bodies carried to a coast 


village, where they were opened as game and prepard for a feast. 


The bodies were placed in a native canoe and as the murderers 


were leaving they incurred the suspicion of M. Vigourez, a French 
trader. 


The natives told him they had killed some pigs and the^French- 


man, believing their story, allowed them to go. 


It subsequently transpired that several tribes were Assembled 


and a feast of human flesh was held.

White settlers learned of this and under pressure the natives 


admitted they had roasted the bodies and devoured the arms and 
legs of the unfortunate men.
